RAILWAY STRIKE. 

Extensive Movement Inaugurated In Montana 
-The Men Well Organized— The Great 
Northern Affected. 

HELENA, April 13.— Tho genoral strike 
all along tho Montana Central and on the 
Great Northern from Laromore, Northern 
Dakota, to Spokane, ordered by Jumea 
Hogan, organizor of the American 
Railway Union, began at noon to-day. 
Tho men demanded in substanco that tho 
schedule which was in effect prior to August 
L, 1893, bo resumed. This is tho first strike 
ordered by tho American Railway Union, 
and it is a case of lifo or death with that 
order. Tho order includes " engineers, fire- 
men, conductors, brakosmen, Bwitchmon, 
Bcctionmon, shopmen, car repairers, coal 
handlors, and clerks," and it is said to be 
very strong in tho torritory over which tho 
Btriko is ordered. Tho omployea in 
the different departments will ill Btand to- 
gother and will not go back to work unlesB 
all their demands aro conceded. Fifteen 
dolegatco who will conduct tho Btriko wore 
sent oast and west from Uavro yoatorday, 
und each of them will drop off at division 
points. Mr. Hogan, who was iu Butte, 
addressed a largo mooting of the American 
Railway Union. His action in calling 
the strike was unanimously approved. 
He will remain in Butte, and will conduct 
tho Btriko from thoro. General Superin- 
tendent Bryan, of tho Great Northern, who 
is hero, said at noon to-day that ho had re- 
ceived no word from tho mon as to what 
their griovanoes woro. Ho was also in re- 
ceipt of a despatch from tho genoral office at 
St. Paul, in which tho rumor was donied 
that the c mipany had secured men to tako 
tho places of thoso who went out. Tho 
despatch also aaid that they would not do 
so unless tho mon forced thut action upon 
thorn. Tho eastbound express arrived 
hero at 11:25 a. m. Tho mail car waB 
dotaohed from tho rest of tho train, and tho 
trainmon agreed to take tho mail, hut no 
order was givon up to 1 p. m. by tho officials 
to niovo it. Tho telegraph operators aro 
out bb well aa tho othor employee.

Ottawa, April 13.— The whole of to-day's 
Bession of the House waa taken up with a dis- 
cission of the right of tho Government to 
place articles on the free list by OrderB-in- 
Council. Tho Opposition wantod tho right 
abolished, but compromised on Becuring tha 
promise of their publication in tho Canada 
Gazette. 

Application hasbeon made by J. A. Coul- 
son, of Nanaimo, for approval of tho plan 
and site of tho wharf proposed to bo built 
by him in Nanaimo harbor. 

Tho Government has docided to refer the 
insolvency bill to a largo committeo of the 
Sonate in placo of a joint committee of 
both Houses. ThiB course is deemed tho 
better ono and will enable tho committeo to 
ait continuously and receive deputations. 

Tho oaae of Col. Turnbull, of tho Toronto 
cavalry corps, is still exciting intereBt, and 
tho Government will ho questioned on the 
matter. 

Hon. Mr. Bowoll in tho Senato pointed 
out tho impropriety of membera asking 
questions in aogard to tho Bohring Sea mat- 
ter based on one-sided telegrams reaching 
Canada through United States sources. A 
reply to a similar question, he said, had led 
to a discussion and misunderstanding in the 
Imperial House.

TRADE REVIEWS. 

Bradstrect's and Dun's Weekly Reports More 
Favorable— Fifty-Six Strikes In Force 
and Prospects of More. 

New York, April 13.— Bradstreot's will 
say to-morrow that notwithstanding tho 
manifestly doprossing influence on the move- 
ment of 6taplo goods, owing to the unseason- 
ably winter weather, telograms to Brad- 
Btroet's from many of tho more important 
distributing points contain evidonces of re- 
nowei activity and of influences towards im- 
provement. At San Franciaco jobbers re- 
port merchandise moving more firmly, and 
a better feeling ia noticeable. Extreme heat 
with north winda is reported to have very 
aeriously damaged tho growing wheat in 
Southern California, and in tho West San 
Joaquin valley. The industrial situation is 
more complicated and less encouraging. 
Thoro ore prospects of a widespread strike 
of coal minors and others this month, with 
a probability of further strikes and lockouts 
in tho largo cities early in M iy. Thoro aro 
uGatrikeBin forco throughout tho country 
involving about 55,000 poople. Tho groaa 
railway earnings of 124 componic8 during 
March show increases in only 20 instances 
over March, 1S93. Tho March earning are 
838,278,253 ; nearly 13 2 per cent, loss thun 
last year. For thrco months the oarninga 
aro nearly §100,913,391, a falling off of 12 6 
per cent, from lust your. Tho bank clear- 
ings show another smaller total, $890,709,- 
000 for the week, compared with £948,000,- 
000 lust week, and S 1,21 5,000 in tho second 
week of April, 1893. Tho availablo wheat 
stocks in U. S. and Canada, afloat for and 
in Europe, have decreased loss than had 
been anticipated, owing to tho increase in 
avuilablo stocks in Emope, whore a decrease 
had been expected. Tho wheat oxporta from 
both coasts (flour included) uggrogato 1,955,- 
000 bushels this week, against 2,778,000 
bushels tho week before ; 2.968,000 bushels 
tho same week last year ; 2,910,000 
bushels two years ago, and with 2,150, 000 
buahels in tho second week of April, 1891 
R. G. Dun & Co. will say to morrow '. 
The most cheering sign is tho decreaso ! n 
tho importance of commercial failures, tor 
though ono mortgage loan concern has failed 
with liabilities of $5 500,000, tho liabilities 
in all tho commercial failures for tho firBt 
weok of April were only S2 190,800, of which 
8800,567 were of manufacturing and $1,228,- 
240 of trading concerue. Tho failures this 
week have been 218 in tho United States 
against 187 last year, and 34 in Canada 
inst 22 last year. 

U. 8. PATROL FLEET. 

Tho Flagship " Mohican » Has Not Yet Re- 
ceived Any Orders. 

Poet Townsend, April 13. —So far, 
Captain C. E Clurko, of tho U.S. Mohican, 
now here, which iB to bo tho flagship of tho 
Bohring Soa fleet, iB aa much in ignornnco 
aB tho goneral public regarding tho modo of 
procedure to bo mapped out for his summer 
cruiBe among tho seal islands. It has been 
auggeated that tho vessels will leave their 
rendezvous hero early in May, some in ad- 
vanco and eomo following the Boal hord 
migrating to tho sealing grounds, but this 
cannot bo correct, as tho herd passed Flat- 
tery rocks something over a week ago, when 
such enormous catchea wore mudo by tho 
Indiana, whoao moans of hunting aro primi- 
tive in tho extromo. Whilo tho oxact tenor 
of tho orders is not known, it is surmised 
that they will bo similar to thoso of last 
year, which required tho seizure of all vob- 
sols having skins or aoal killing apparatus 
on board. 



COMMERCIAL CABLE. 

Sailing of tho "Faraday" With the Sub- 
Atlantic Wlrcs-Tlio Largest 
Cable Yet. 

London, April 13.— Tho steamer Fara- 
day, with a part of the Commeroial cable 
oompany's new cablo on board, sailed from 
hero to-day. Tho cable is to bo laid from 
Waterville, Ireland, to Nova Scotia. Tho 
entire cable will bo about two thousand 
miles long. Tho Faraday not being largo 
enough to carry the wholo cable, will drop 
the shoro Bection, about fivo hundred miles, 
Erst, and then lay tho deep aea cable, which 
iB smaller than the Bhoro onds. Tho cablo 
was manufactured by Siemons Bros. & Co., 
of London, and ia guaranteed to afford 33J 
per cont. improvement in tpood over tho 
othor cables in uso by the Commercial com- 
pany. This will enauro transmission at tho 
rate of thirty words a minute. Tho cable is 
much larger than any ocean cable heretofore 
made. The Nova Scotia end has been pro- 
vided with additional protection iu order to 
prevent its being broken by tho anohors of 
fishing vessels. Most of tho coppor used in 
tho conducting part of tho cablo waa sup- 
plied by tho Roeblings, of Trenton, N.J. 

ELECTORAL REFORM, 



NEWFOUNDLAND POLITICS. 



Outcome of tho Recent Scaudals- 
Tlie New Government Not 
Yet Completed. 



Rt Hon. John Morley Introduces the 
Registration Bill In the 
Commons. 



His Explanations -Criticisms of Mr, 
Balfour and Sir Henry 
James. 



London, April 13.— In tho CommonB to 
day John Morley moved the first reading of 
the registration bill. Thia measure provides 
for half-yearly registration and that all elec- 
tions shall tako placo on tho same day. The 
bill allows ono vote for each individual, and 
tho non-payment of rates is no disqualifica- 
tion to electors. The reduction of tho timo 
of tho residence qualification to threo 
montha would enable nearly 700,000 male 
houaeholder8 to bo placed on the regiater 
who aro now debarred from voting. There 
was no attempt in tho bill, he aaid, to carry 
out to the full oxtent tho one man one vote 
principle. Even □ modified approach to 
such a proposal by a formula of ono vote 
ono man would involve a redistribution of 
seats (Conservative cheera and cries of "Iro- 
land") and a breaking up on a large scale 
of electoral boundaries. Tho bill certainly 
limited plural voting. It may bo argued, 
he said, that interference with plural voting 
weakened the bulwarks of property, but ho 
did not see how. It was a fact that in tho 
great cities, where the bulk of political 
power waa in the hands of thoso who did nob 
enjoy tho privilege of plural voting, the 
Conservatives wero gaining ground. (Con- 
servative cheers. ) Tho bill, ho thought, 
was a mild and rational measure, and as a 
wholo would do away with tho inoonveni- 
enco and cost of registration and strengthen 
confidenco in tho institutions of the country. 
(Cheers.) 

A. J. Balfour said that tho bill covered a 
groat deal of ground, and it introduced 
chaugea in tho electoral ayatem moro im- 
portant than Mr. Morley indicated. Ho 
thought three months' rosidonco was insuffi- 
cient, while a rovision of the registration 
ovory six months would throw an addi- 
tional burden upon tho ratepayers. Simul- 
taneous elections would necessitate tho ap- 
pointment of supplementary police, calling 
out tho military and add genorally to tho cost 
of an oleotion. In regard to plural voting, 
ho asked why should tho Government en- 
deavor to abolish tho least hurtful among 
tho anomalies of tho constitution and lcavo 
thoso which wero injurious untouched. Tho 
reform, ho thought, ought to begin with the 
groat evil. Redistribution would do more 
real good than anything proposed by the 
bill. (Cheers ) 

Sir Henry James opposed tho bill on the 
ground that it would diefranchise occupa- 
tion voters. 

Tho bill was then read for tho first time. 

When Mr. Morley was about to riao to 
introduce tho registration bill Mr. Fred- 
erick R. Rasch, Conaervative, moved to 
adjourn tho Houbo in order to disouaa the 
failuro of the government to provide relief 
for tho existing agricultural depression. 
Mr. Rasch made a long speech on tho dis- 
treusod condition of tho British farmera, and 
othor Conaorvativca followed in a similar 
strain. The Speaker, however, Bharply cen- 
sured tho opposition for introducing an 
irrelevant discussion, and closured tho 
debate. Mr. Ranch's motion was lost by a 
vote of 208 to 1G6.

Suspected Foul Flay— Missionaries to Thibet 
-Col. Turnbull Removed to Quebec 

ToitoNTO.April 13.-(Special)— On Thurs- 
day MrB, Robort McGenlcy, agod 40, who 
with hor husband and two sons lived in a 
wretched hovel noar Cairbank junction, waa 
found unconscious in a ditch bosido tho rail- 
way track, some distance from hor homo, 
Sho was at onco carried to hor home, but 
died beforo reaching there. A number of 
wounds wero found on the body and an in- 
quest will be hold. 

Last night a firo broko out in tho factory 
of English &. Sons, engino builders and 
boiler manufacturers, Straohan avenue, do- 
ing damage amounting to about $8,000. In- 
sured. 

Potor Rijahart, a Dutch missionary to 
Thibot, who has been in this province for 
three months in tho interest of work iu that 
country, loft for Thibot yesterday with W. 
M. ForgusoD, a atudont of Knox colloge. 
They oxpoot to bo joined at Vancouver by 
another Toronto man and a WeBtern 
Ontario Anglican clergyman, who havo vol- 
untoored for missionary work in that coun- 
try. 

Col. Turnbull, of tho Toronto Sohool of 
Cavalry, has received instructions from tho 
Militia department to loavo for Quobeo, 
where ho is to bo stationed. No reason iB 
given for his removal, 

Tho Onturio Patrons of Industry havo 
now fifty-two oindidatos in the field for tho 
Provincial elections, and expeob to oleet 
two-thirds of this number. 



The Outgoing: Ministers Havo Their 
Last Interview With the 
Governor. 

St. John's, Nfld., April 13.— The White- 
way party passed resolutions through tho 
Assembly this afternoon demanding a disso- 
lution of the Legislature and requesting tho 
Governor to telegraph the reason of their 
action to the Secretary for tho Colonies, 
Lord Ripon, asking him to decide the wholo 
question. The reaaonB alleged aro that tho 
Whiteway party, who havo two-thirds of 
tho whole membership of the House and 
possess the entire confidence of the people, 
are acoused of offences which have 
been legalizad by tho continued 
customs of tho country, and that 
tho membors who havo been utseated are 
not guilty of any violation of the spirit of 
tho law, although they may have violated 
its letter. Tho poaitiona taken by the judge 
are untenablo and fraught with great dan- 
ger to tho libertiea and rights of the peoplo. 
As representatives of tho peoplo they aro 
responsible to them alone and are willing to 
go before them and accept their decision on 
the whole Bubjeot. Tho resolutions were 
paasod unanimously. The opposition party 
remained away, 80 aa to diaaipato any evi- 
dence of the sincerity of the vote. The re- 
solutions ulso passed the Legislative Counoil, 
although there was a stiff debato there, 
many members being opposed to interfering 
with mattera directly concerning the pro- 
vince of the lower chamber. The Legiala- 
tive Councillor aro appointed for life, and 
therefore are not immediately interested in 
party issues. 

The now Executive huB not yot been com- 
pleted. It ia likely to be decided to-mor- 
row and will probably tako office on 
Monday morning. Tho outgoing ministry 
had their last audience with tho Governor 
to-day. Thoy prosoutcd and settled all 
matters requiring arrangement. The As- 
sembly will probably bo prorogued on Mon- 
day for a month or six weeks, in order to 
give tho Government time to formulate 
their plana. It is expected they will hold 
tho byo-oleotion at Bay de Verde early in 
May, and put up two strong candidates, by 
which thoy hope to win a seat, although 
the majority laatNovcmber, owing to brib- 
ery, was 300. Thia will be made a teat 
election. If 8uccessful they will remain in 
office, if not they will arrange for a dissolu- 
tion as early aa practicable. 

AN EAS TERN HURRICANE- 

Tho Middle Atlantic, and New England StotfB 
Visited Willi an Unusually 
Violent Storm. 

New Youk, April 13. — A heavy rain, 
hail and snow storm, which seemed to come 
fram e/ery direction, raged on Wednesday, 
and at 1 o'clock yesterday morning was s till 
raging, but with diminished violence. The 
g ilo blew moBtly from the northeast, and mado 
things lively for tho craft on tho East and 
North rivers and bay. Pedestrians found it 
difficult to make their way up Broadway 
and adjacent streets, whore tho wind blew 
with a velocity of 45 miles an hour. Several 
big panes of glasa in Broadway stores were 
blown in and Bigna were blown down. At 
Block island the wind-measuring machines 
registered a velocity of 5G miles an hour, 
and at Sandy Hook tho wind blew at tho 
rate of 04 miles an hour. 

Tho atorm extended along the coaBt of tho 
Middle Atlantic and New England States. 
The wind and eleot played havoo with the 
telegraph and telephouo wires, and tho 
wirea Bouth and west wero reported to bo in 
very bad ahape. Many trans Atlantic 
BteamerB were dolayed byjthe storms. 

After dark the streets wero almost wholly 
deserted, and tho attendance at tho theatres 
waB extremely small. 

Portland, Me.,Apii! 13.— The northeast 
gale arrived on echodulod timo along tho 
coast of Maine. The fall of Bnow hero thia 
forenoon wus the heaviest seen in this city 
thia winter. Reports from down the coast 
state that the storm is much st rererfrom 
tho South Penobscot river to Quoddy Hoad.

Tho Groat Northern announces tho samo 
rate on freight from Spokane to Nelson as 
is givon by tho Spokano & Northern and 
Nelson 4 Fort Shoppard. 

Captain Goro is again at his post on the 
Bteamor Columbia. Ho is having his first 
exporienco in running a loaded steamboat 
through tho rapids of tho lower Columbia in 
low water. 

Tho Silver King is again to tho front aa 
the largest employer of labor of any mine in 
southorn Kootenay. Over fifty namea aro 
now on tho pay-roll, and tho force will be 
increased to the full capacity of tho building 
accommodations. 

Tho peoplo of Wanota, Fort Shoppard and 
Boundary tire jubilant over thoir prospects. 
The hydraulic company operating on tho 
north sido of Pend d'Oreillo put fifteen men 
at work this week, and moro are expocted 
to bo put on in a few days. Tho ground on 
tho aouth side of tho river haa been acquired 
by a company said to bo financially able to 
open it. A lead mine haa boon discovered 
on Cedar creek, a tributary of tho Pend 
d'Oroillo, sovon miles distant from Boun- 
dary, that shows a vein 64 feot wido of ore 
that runs 75 per cent, lead and a fow ounces 
silvor.

The Ainsworth makeB throe 
round trips a week botwoen KaBlo and Nol- 
son, and is reported doing a good business. 
Tho authorities of Stovens county, Wash- 
ington, think they havo tho cinch on tho 
C. & K. S. N. Co. They asBessod tho 
Bteamor Columbia at $'25,000, and threaten 
to seize tho boat if tho amount of tho taxes 
is not paid inatanter. Tho assessment is 
excessive beyond question ; but tho authori- 
ties havo the whip hand, and tho tax will 
have to be paid.

Washington, Aptil 13.— To-morrow the 
Pollard-Brockemidgn can will bo given to 
the jury to decide rvnather or not \V. C. P. 
Breokonridgo contracted to marry Madeline 
Pollard, and, if so, what damages shall be 
awarded her for his broach of that oontraot. 
Judge Bradley said this uf crnoon that if 
the jury did not reach an agreement before 
he left the court house to morrow, lie would 
instruct them to render a scaled verdict, 
to be opened on Monday morning. 
The beginning of the end was marked thlB 
mornine, whon Judge Jeremiah M. Wilson 
began his closing argument for the plaintiff. 
Judge W ils ju'h voice is keen and ponotrat- 
ing, and when it rose in accusation against 
the defendant, who sit unmoved beneath ] 
the terrible fire of his words, it was par- j 
ticularly effective. Ho hud the close attoa- I 
tion of tho jury throughout the day, 

Eirly in his address ho asked what Mr 
Buttorworth would do with the fallen 
■woman and tho man who injured her. " I 
suppose," said Judge Wilson, " ho would 
say ' I would turn the woman out and sond 
tho man to Congress.' I stand hero 
for womanhood. I protost agaiuBt al- 
lowing this man to enter my purlor and 
your parlor while tho basement door and 
tho gate in the back alley are bolted against 
tho woman." He raised a laugh by remark- 
ing that tho plaintiff and defendant were 
like " Mary had a little lamb," wherover 
Madelino went " the lamb was sure to go." 
Towards tho close of tho day he offset tho 
plaintiff's ovidonoe against that of tho de- 
fendant, and asked tho jury, as a climax, 
which they would rather bolieve, tho plain- 
tifTor this man who acknowledged that ho 
lived a lio for ten yearF, and had lied to 
keep other people from thut knowledge, and 
who had falsified even hia marriage certifi- 
cate ? Judge Wilson did not conclude hia 
argument, but he will do so to morrow 
morning, and Judge Bradley will then 
charge the jury. 

COAL FOR BEHRINU SEA. 

Sound Coal Men Have But Little Expectation 
of Supplying the U. S. Patrol Fleet. 

(From tho Soattlo Telegraph ) 
It beginB to look as if tho local coal would 
stand a poor ehow of being selected as fuel 
for the Behring Sea patrol fleet this sum- 
mer. There is now bin one chance left, and 
that is the Black Diamond No. 14. Tho 
United States steamer Yorktown will decide 
the fato of that coal in a sixty-milo toot run 
Bnd return, to-day. Sixty tonB of Black 
Diamond Mo. 14 were ordered by the com- 
mander of the vessel yesterday for that 
purpose. 

The examining board of tho warship, con- 
sisting of Chairman Bust, Assistant Engin- 
eer Moritz and Past Assistant Pickerell, 
have on a minor scale made testB of throo 
kinds of coal, the Oregon Improvement 
company's Fiauklin-MoKay coal, Black 
Diamond No. i and Black Diomond No. 12 
Theso tests were made aboard ship in a 
small furnaco stove, requisitions having 
been made on tho coal company for small 
amounts of coal for the purpose. Two sacks 
of each kind of coal wero sent aboard, and 
it is understood that tho examining board 
proposed taking the best of tho threo coals 
as shown by tho small test of it in the fur- 
naces of tho Yorktown. The Oregon Im- 
provement company coal is said to have 
failed in tho small test because it burned 
tho iron. This coal, howover, is used regu- 
larly and continuously in tho big steamships, 
and it is stated that tho coal company has a 
report of this same coal from the secretary 
of tho navy as made by tho United States 
steamer Ranker, altogether a good showing. 
Some of tho local coal people here say they 
do not understand why itahould bo necessary 
to mjko any test at all of this coal at this 
timo if it has beou fairly tried and a full anal- 
ysis is be foro the navy department. They 
olsolook upon tho propositionin tho light that 
what is considered a good coal for commer- 
cial purposes and regularly in use in all 
classes of Bteam vessels ought to be good 
enough for Uncle Sam's navy. The Ranger's 
test consumed about 1200 tons last year. 

The managers of the Oregon Improvement 
company refuse to say whethor they uro dis- 
appointed or whether they had any expecta- 
tions that the government would givo their 
^oal a fair test. It wauvery apparent, how- 
ever, yesterday that they believe the navy 
department is not aoting in good faith. Tho 
Oregon Improvement compmy fully expect- 
ed to got tho recent order for 11,000 tone of 
coal for government veeseln that went to tho 
Comox, U C, company. While ;ho officials 
of theoompany will have nothingtosay about 
the matter for politic reasons, yet it is known 
that they evon went so for aa to lmukor a 
very choice lot of coal fully up to tho sam- 
ples given, to be ready tn put aboard the 
vessel as soon as required. With tho re- 
membrance of that utill in the minds of tho 
managers they were by no moans in a friend- 
ly humor with Uncle Sam yesterday. 

Tho bringing of that contract to Seattle 
would have resulted in tho disbursement of 
noirly S - 200,0O0, aay soino who are familiar 
with tho circumetanooa. 

In the present instance tho Oregon Im- 
provement company mudo a careful selec- 
tion of coal for tho small test and also pro- 
pared a large amount of carefully assortod 
coal for tho larger test in tho Yorktovvn's 
furnaces, which they oxpeoted would be 
accorded their coal. Tho teat on which tho 
Y T orktown is engaged, howover, will con- 
tinue two moro days, it iB said, and a fur- 
naco trial may yet be given tho Franklin 
coal. 



THE U. S. TARIFF. 

Senator Mitchell Hays that tho Hill Should Not 
Bo Permitted to Bo Born. 

Washington, April 13.— Tho four hours 
allowed daily for a general debato on tho 
tariff bill in tho Senate were filled up to day 
by tho last part of Sonotor Peffer's four-day 
speeoh and by a threo and a half houi'd 
epeccli by Senator MitchtM. Mr. Mitcholl'B 
attitudo towards tho bill was very 
clearly defined. In his opinion it was desti- 
tute of a single good point. It breathed a 
spirit of freo trado with all its blighting 
consequences and it merely asRailod cipitu.1 
and labor alike. It was based on no definite 
prinoiplo or policy of customs taxation. It 
was neithor free trado nor protection and 
yet it waa both. It wob a legislative mon- 
strosity, and patriotism domanded that it 
be strangled and not bo permitted to bo 
born.

When the Bteamer Coquitlam made her 
last trip to Haddington island for stone she 
found a board on which was painted the 
name " Standard." Tho board is evidently 
aomo of the wreckage belonging to the little 
steamer Standard whioh sank iff Cape 
Mudgo with all handa on board over a year 
ago, and tho fragment looks as though it 
might havo been a piece of the lost vessel's 
forward bulwarks. The Coquitlam, whioh 
arrivod in from Rocky Point yesterday with 
oordword, leaves for Comox to-day to move 
ten or twelvo settlors, with their horses, 
cattle and all their belongings, to Kingoom 
Inlet. Owing to this engagement, oae to 
take a party down tho coast had to be re- 
fused. Tho party will probably have 
to charter another steamer for the 
•rip. Thoy are in ohargo of 
Mr. Gillman, and comprise five or Bix 
practical and export mining men, who are 
bound from Soattlo to tho Munrickimus 
minoral fields on Barclay Sound. It is said 
that Mr. Gillman succeeded in raiaing 
fundi in Now York a short timo ago for 
tho development of the iron mines at tho 
spot he ia bound for, whioh property ad- 
joins that of Capt. MoCoakrie. Two and 
one-half miles distant from this plaoo is the 
site for tho new Bawmill, the materia; for 
which will probably be delivered shortly by 
tho Coquitlam. Tho mill will, it ia under- 
stood, bo built by Mr. John White, of 
Saanich.

FOOLISH REPETITION. 

Ib is not a little singular that as soon as 
tho Legislative Assembly is prorogued tho 
Times repeats, parrot-like, tho charges 
which the Opposition during tho session 
mado and signally failed to substantiate. It 
was then cloarly shown"that how best to ad- 
vance the interests and to promote tho pros- 
perity of the people of tho Province, has 
been tho continual study of the Govorn- 
mont. This, and this alone, has been con- 
sidered in the enactment of laws and in tho 
expenditure of money. Tho Government in- 
vited the fullest inquiry into tho administra- 
tion of the affairs of tho Province, and 
though their opponents evinced a strong de- 
sire to convict them of acts of mal-adminis- 
tratioD, and even of corruption, they wero 
not able to show that they wore guilty of any 
single act that was in the slightest de- 
gree discreditable. Yet, iu the face of 
this tho organ of the Opposition on Thurs- 
day had the hardihood to say, "The redis- 
tribution bill, tho railway guarantee 
arrangement, the construction of roads and 
other public works — are all planned so as to 
bonefit tho Government and the Govern- 
ment's particular friends, and not for tho 
bonefit of the people." 

If there is any truth in this, It would not 
have been difficult for the Opposition, when 
they wore face to face with the Govern- 
ment and had nothing to do but to inquire 
into and discuss tho acts of tho Administra- 
tion, to prove it clearly. But they did not 
as much as attempt to do so. Neither will 
tho Times try to provo what it assorts. Hut 
it thinks, by incessant false accusation and 
persistent detraction, to bo ablo to dispense 
with proof. But tho day for that sort of 
thing is past. Bare unsupported assertion 
in these days goea for very little among 
people who are at all intelligent. 



THE ARGUMENT BY SUPPRESSION. 

Suroly our contemporary, tho Times, sees 
that when ib quotes Mr. Beaven's Toxada 
resolution without tho proamblo in which 
the grounds on which that resolution is 
based are act forth, it doos what is very dis 
ingenuous us well as unreasonable. Doos it 
not boo that the resolution commences with 
tho word "therefore." Now " thoroforo '' 
ia a connecting word in tho very Btrongoet 
sense. It moans "for that roaBon." It is, so 
to Bpoak, the nook that joinB tho head of tho 
resolution to its body. Whon it gives its 
readers tho decapitated resolution It 
Insults their intelligence. When thoy 
see it commencing with the word " there- 
fore" they know that ib was framod 
as a consequence to something that procodod 
it, and wibhout that somothing ib may ho 
tho merest nonaonso. In thia caso tho reso- 
lution states that in consequoncj of somo- 
thing that haB boon add bofore, a royal com- 
mission is to bo appointed to inquire into 
«' tho whole matber." Whab wholo mabtor ? 
The mabbor, of course, sot forbh in tho pro- 
amblo. But tho Timos inboutionally sup- 
presses bhab preamble Ib loaves bho roador 
to guess what " tho wholo matber " is; and, 
what is more absurd still, it bases 
vrhat it wishes to bo considered an argu- 
ment on its own absurdly dishonost sup- 
pression. Tho Toxada resolution as muti- 
latod by the Times is porfeotly unmeaning. 



For anything that appti&ra to the contrary 
in that reaolntion the Royal Commission 
might bo appointed to inquire into the way 
in whioh Mr. Boaven had performed his 
duties. Here is the resolution aa quoted by 
the Times : 

Therefore be ib resolved, that a reapeobful 
address be presented to Hia Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor praying that he will 
oauBe a Royal Commission to be appointed, 
with full power to take ovidenco under oath 
and sond for persons and papers, for the 
purposo of inquiring into the wholo matter 
and reporting thereon to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor for publication. 

Is thero anyone in tho world who can tell 
from thia whab the Royal Commission was 
to bo appointed to inquire into ? The mat- 
tor is well worth oxamining as a apooimon of 
tho methods of tho Timoe. The preamblo 
whioh tho Times suppressed seta forth tho 
purposo and defines tho limita of tho in- 
quiry. But this ia tho very thing that tho 
Times donios, and to prove its point sup- 
proesos tho proamble. 

THE ONE-MAN POWER. 

Senator Hill occupies o very poculiar 
position in tho United States. Ib appears 
aa If ho had doliboratoly placod himself in 
opposition to bho Preaidonb, and had made 
up his mind bo defoab overy measure which 
the Presidenb ia known to favor. Ho ia not 
a man of great ability, and ho is vory far 
from boing a high-mindod statesman, yot ib 
has beon proved bhab ho wiolds immoneo in- 
fluonco in tho Congrosa of tho United Statos. 
Ho procured tho rejection of two of tho 
Preoident'a nominees for the otlieo of Judgo 
of tho Supremo Court. Both are ad 
mitted bo bo ublo lawyers, and are men 
whoso porsonal oharactor is abovo reproach, 
Yob, in spite of their high qualifications. 
Senator Hill was ablo to procura their 
rejeotion by tho Senato. 

Although tho wholo country domanded 
the repeal of tho Sherman Silver Act, 
yot Senator Hill waa ablo to delay its paB 
sago through tho Senato for many wookfl, 
As long as he favored tho policy of obstruc 
tion tho passage of tho bill was delayed, 
Ab Boon as ho Blgnifiod his wish that ob 
struotion should cease tho bill w&b carried 
in tho Senate. 

The Democratic party, of which Mr. Hill 
is a leading member, is pledged up to tho 
hand o to tariff reform. Tho Wilson bill 
waa framed in order to fulfil tho pledge of 
that party. It was carried in tho House of 
Representatives by a Democratic majority. 
As Boon ai it was taken to the Senato, 
Senator Hill usod his influence to delay its 
passage. The bill was altered almost be> 
yond recognition by the Senato's committop, 
and now whon the mutilated measure is be 
fore tho Senato, Senator Hill dooa hia best 
to obstruct its paaaage, and such is 
his influence in that body that 
it seems probable at thia moment 
that ho will eau60 it to be defeated. He 
has dono all this not to benefit the oountry, 
but to provo to the Legislature and tho poo 
pie of bho Unibed Sbates, thab hois a strong 
er man than President Cleveland. The 
President was ao audaeioua aa to oppose 
Hill and the Tammany Hall faction, and 
Hill ia ovidently bound to havo hia revenge, 
even if in gratifying hia vindictive feeling ho 
wrecks tho Domocratio party. Politicians 
in tho United Statos aro often heard to 
inveigh against " the one-man power, " yet 
ib is vory Beldom that a nation of sixty mil- 
ions is bo completely under tho thumb of 
one man aa tho sovereign poopio oi the Unit 
ed States aro to day under tho bhumb of 
Senator Hill. Senator Hill may not bo a 
man of largo iubolligenee or greab inbollecbu- 
al powor, bub it cannot bo denied that by 
the way ho manipulates tho Senato of the 
United States ho has proved that ho has a 
genius for political intriguo. 

CONFEDERATION IN AUSTRALIA. 

Confederation is a good deal talked and 
writbon aboub in Auatralia, but vory little 
ia being dono towards accomplishing it 
How is tho work to be dono ? is a question 
which many are trying to answer. Can tho 
Legislatures of tho difforent colonies be 
utilized in arranging the preliminaries, or 
must machinery bo specially invented for 
tho purposo ? If a Convention iB to be 
formed, how are its members to be chosen ? 
Will thoy bo appointed by tho different 
logislativo bodioa, or ahould thoy bo olootod 
by the people ? It appears that the Austra 
liana aro oither unablo or unwilling to tako 
tho firab steps. 

When British North America was con 
federated very littlo indeed waa hoard about 
tho preliminary arrangements. A few 
loading mon met in Charlottotown to 
talk tho Eohomo over, aud then 
formal convention of delegates chosen 
by tho different Colonial Legislatures mot in 
tho city of Quebec to draw up tho torms of 
confodorabion. Tho Imporial Parliamenb 
and bho Legislatures of tho differont colonies 
did tho rest. Tho wholo business was 
quiokly and quiotly dono. Somo of tho 
colonics wero unwilling to join tho confoder 
ation, and ono of thorn, Princo Edward 
Ialand, positively refused to do so ; bub ib 
seems to us that confederation woa novor. 
bholoss effected with wonderfully littlo diffi 
oulty. 

Yot tho obstacles in tho way of union 
oppear to have beon greater in BritiBh North 
America than they aro in Australia. Thero 
was in somo of tho colonies a strong anti- 
oonfodorato party. Tho members of thia 
party wero uttorly opposed to confederation 
with tho largor provincoe on any torms what- 
ever. In Australia, as far us wo can 
loam, all tho ooloniea aro in favor of con- 
federation in the obstraob. Tho loading 
mon in thorn believe thab union will be 
boneficial to tho wholo country, but jealous- 
ios, colonial and porsonal, provont thoir 
working cordially and earnestly togothor to 
bring it about. Many of thorn see lions in 
tho way. This la to bo deplored. If, as 
many boliovo, union ia a nocesaity.the sooner 
it ia effected tho bottor. Whonovor tho load- 
ing men of Auatralia sot about tho work of 



uniting tbe ooloniea in earneab, they will be 
surprised to see how aoon the mountains In 
the way. will dwindle into molohills and the 
lions be transformed into useful and helpful 
oreatureB. When men go to work in the 
right spirit almost any means they use o»n 
be made effeotive. It does Bcem singular to 
see all tho Australian ooloniea alive to the 
banctits of union, yot kooping ob far aB 
ever apart. 

THE "INDUSTRIAL ARMY." 

Coxoy's army goes marching on, but 
alowly and not by any meana pleaaantly. 
The rank and file aro beginning to think 
that thoy have to endure all tho hardBhipa 
of the march to Washington, while thoir 
leaders faro sumptuously overy day and 
sloop comfortably ovory night. Tho Now 
York Herald saya thab Coxey shows bhab ho 
is no fool, bocauso " ho sleeps ab bho hotols 
whilo tho Ninoty-Eighb camp oub and fight 
for short rations." The Army of tho Com 
monweal in Pennsylvania iB evidently hov 
ing a hard timo of it. 

Tho California contingent roaehed Ogdon 
safely in tho box oars of tho Southern Pacl 
fic, but Governor West, of Utah, did what 
ho could to prevent its crossing tho 
territory under his jurisdiction. Ho 
sot the machinery of tho law to work 
to compel tho railroad company to take bho 
Boldiors back to tho West again, bub ho 
does nob appear bo have been vory buccosb 
ful. Tho oonbingonb marched bo tho border 
of Wyoming, and ihore tho men, it is said 
havo taken the train again for tho Eust. 
Thoir short stay in Utah was expensive 
Tho bill, wo soo, mounts up to $10,000, 
whioh Judgo Miner, of Utah, says the 
Southern Paoifio will have to pay. 

Wo find that recruiting for tho army 
which, without any intentional sarcasm, Is 
called by tho newspapers " industrial," is 
going on in Seattle, and that a regiment is 
being raised in St. Louis. It is Burpiising 
to observo how gonerous tho inhabitants of 
tho country through which tho different 
divisions of the army are passing aro to the 
hosb of vagranbB. Supplies of food and 
olobhing and blankots are being continually 
forwarded to Coxoy's army.

The deceased had earned general 
respect during his long residence hero, and 
his doath will bo heard of with great re- 
gret by a largo circle of friends. He was 
born at Shanklin, Islo of Wight, his father 
holding tho rank of Commander in the 
Royal Navy. Ho camo to Britiah Columbia 
in the bark Cowlitz in the year 1850, in tho 
service of the Hudson Bay company, and re- 
mained in their employ for upwarda of 22 
yeara, being a Chief Trader for Borne timo 
beforo his retirement.

GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATION. 

Opening of tho Inquiry Into tho Charges Pre- 
ferred Against Agent Kirkup. 

Revelstoke, April 13.— (Special)— One 
of the largest gatherings of citizona over as- 
sembled in Revohtoko assomblod at Patter- 
son's hall at 11 o'olock to hoar the charges 
inveatigated that havo beon laid beforo the 
Attoruey-Gonoral against Mr. John Kirkup, 
gold commissioner, of Rovelatoko. Deputy 
Attorney General Smith was sent 
hero as commissioner to investigate 
tho chargoa and arrived thia morning by tho 
Atlantic oxpross from Victoria. Ho was 
mot by prominont citizens of tho town at 
tho depot and was driven to tho hall, where 
tho examination was proceeded with. The 
commissioner openod the mooting by roading 
tho charges against Mr. John Kirkup, 
which wore as follows : 

1. RofuBing to spend tho Government ap- 
propriation on Douglas Btroet, but spending 
it instead on another part of tho town 
against tho wishes of tho citizens. 

2. Declaring publicly that ho would guar- 
antee thero should bo no wagon rood built to 
Bic Bond or Trout Lake thin aoason.

The Creditors' Meeting Recommends 
That Their Representative Assist 
the Assignees. 



Three Per Cent. Considered Enough 
to Pay All Winding Up 
Expenses. 



Tbo meeting of creditors of Greon, Wor- 
look & Co., to consider tho advisability of 
appointing soais one to ropreaent them in 
tho winding up of tho bank, was hold yes- 
terday afternoon in tho Board of Trade 
building, and was largely attondod, 
Though called for 1 o'clock, ib waa an hour 
later beforo the proceedings oponcd, as 
creditors and proxios had to show their 
credentials, sign thoir names, and bo pro- 
vided with voting tickets. These woro 
given acoording to tho provisions of tho new 
amendments to tho " Croditors' trust deoda 
act," which giveonc vote to a oreditor for a 
less amount than §50 ; between §50 and 
§200, one voto ; ovor §200 and not exceedina 
§500, two votea ; between §500 and §1,000, 
three votes, and every additional §1,000 or 
fraction thoroof, one voto. Mr. Charles 
Hay ward being appointed chairman, and Mr. 
C. F. Jones secretary, Mr. John Kinsman 
took exoeption to the secured creditors 
being allowed to vote, and waa followed iu 
a similar lino by Mr. Noah Shakespeare. 
The lattor gentleman, in fict, moved thai 
the secured creditors present ahould not vote. 

Mr. J.S. Yates, spooking for tho assignees, 
did not see how Beoured creditors could be 
debarred from voting. 

Mr. Aloxander Wilson eupported Mr. 
Shakespearo's motion and cries of " ques- 
tion, quoation," were raised, when anew 
difficulty dovelopod by Mr. E. Crow-Baker 
inquiring whethor tiokots or nosoa counted 
in deciding the motion. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills held that tho meeting 
waa not statutory, and somo little confusion 
arose, cries of "question " being raised. 

Hon. Levi W. Myers wantod a voto of 
ayoa and noes, while Mr. Thornton Foil re- 
marked that though tho meeting was called 
beforo tho now law was in forco, thoy wero 
now under that act, and tho vote should bo 
taken according to its provisions.! 

Mr. F. B. Gregory, after further discus- 
sion, argued that tho now act only applied 
to assignments aftor tho pasBago of tho act, 
and that tho present mooting was only to 
express an opinion whethor somo ono to re- 
present tho creditors should bo added to tho 
assignees. 

Mr. Yates finally moved in amendment to 
Mr. Shakespeare's motion, that no vote bo 
taken until after the assignees had made a 
statement. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, who was present, being 
asked to explain the position of the meet- 
ing in regard to the now act, pointed out 
that the general scope of the act was not re- 
troactivo.andthe present meeting not having 
been called according to tho procedure of 
the act could simply be rogarded as an ad- 
jiaory meeting. He took it that the as- 
signees would bo controlled by tho exprossed 
wishes of the majority of creditors, but they 
should not bo interfered with unless there 
ww something to find fault with. Tho 
p-esont meeting might, of course, mako 
recommendations, but that was all. To take 
practical action, another meeting should 
bo called. Hon. Mr, Davie held Mr. 
Shakespearo's motion to bo idle, for nothing 
could be done to bind tho assignees ; conse- 
quently, whethor the secured creditors wero 
present or not, amounted to nothing. 

Mr. Yates' amendment being put was, on 
a show of hands, declared lost, whilo Mr. 
Shakespeare's motion was carried. 

The quostion was then raised by Dr. Han- 
ington, how were they going to stop the 
secured creditors from voting ; nobody vol- 
unteered an answer. 

The assignees being askod for a statement, 
Mr. Yatos explained how the meeting had 
been called at the request of creditors. He 
also explained that all the bank employes 
with the exception of one had been dis- 
charged, and that Mr. Worlock was em- 
ployed as a consulter to explain matters 
in various accounts. Tho assignees wero 
doi."if the bill collecting and such work 
themselves, and every possible care was 
beiog taken in tho direction of economy. It 
h.»u been intended by tho assignees to call a 
moating every three or four months, and to 
have audited accounts produced at these. 
Ho referred to certain rumors and said ho 
had tried without avail to get tho names of 
the persons who had published an advertise- 
ment advising people not to sign, tho circu- 
lars, as ho wanted to get any information 
tney might have. As he could not discover 
them, ho concluded thero was no "import- 
ant information" in tho hands of thoBO gen- 
tlemen, or if they hud it, then thoy utterly 
failed to do their duty by tho creditors. 
(Hear, hear.) If there had been any crooked 
Work, as allege!, tho assignees would have 
been euro to fiucf it Out', Hitherto thoy had 
not found a single thing crooked iu Mr. 
Worlook'a proceedings. 

Mr. Noah ShskcBpearo h»'I nr. complaint 
to um&e against tho asslgaocs and esid there 
was no intention to remove them pr to placo 
any ono under them, but tho business of this 
meeting was to place some one. equal to the 
assignees with tho threo now appointed. He 
moved that "Wheroas many of tho oreditors 
of Green, Worlook & Co., havq GXprotsod 
their desire to hr,\- a representative of their 
onoloo RBsIafc in winding up tho affairs of the 
bank; thernforo bo it resolved that Hon. 
Robert Beavon be and hereby ia nominatod 
as a trustoo to particularly look aftor the 
interests of the creditors, and that tho trus- 
tees are heroby authorized to apply forth- 
with to tho courts for his appointment." 

Mr. Peter thought it quite clear if a fourth 
man was appointed tho expenses would bo 
increased very materially. (Cries of "no,") 
They need not toll him that it would not. 
Tho throo present assignoos wero honorublo, 
honest men (hear hear) and ho had ovory 
confidonco in them. 

Discussion arose aa to tho mode of voting 
on Mr, Shakespoaro's motion, and obj"otion 
waa taken to the motion itsolf, Mr. Yates 
pointing out that tha mooting not being a 
legal ono tho assignees could not bo bound 
by it. 

Mr. Aloxander Wilson did cot sen what 
tho assignoos had to foar from tho appoint- 
ment of a fourth, whilo Mr. Noah Shakes- 
peare hold that if tho assignees did not obey 
tho wishes of a representative meeting like 
this they should resign. 

Mr. Yates thought Mr. Shakespeare had 
not understood him us ho only wished to 
point out that this was not a legal mooting 
and consequently it wub not authoritative. 

Mr. Casaidy supported tho attitudo of tho 
assignees. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills, whilo pointing out 
rhat tho meeting was not statutory but ud- 
visory, supported tho motion. 

Mr, E. M. Johnao'i moved an amendment 
to inoert " a person " in place of Mr. Boa- 
ven'a name, that tho creditors might 
have thoir choice if the principle of tho mo- 
linn '%aa regarded favorably. 

Tie Amendment waa loat by 351 votes to 



244, and the main motion carried by 40S to 
305. 

A motion to adjourn waa lost, and Mr. S. 
Perry Mills, Becondod by Mr. N. Shakes- 
peare, moved to consider the question of the 
trustees' remuneration. 

Tho chairman did not think such a mo- 
tion properly beforo the meeting, which was 
nailed for tho sp.ioiiic purpose only of con- 
sidering tho business already concluded. 
However, ho finally put tho question as the 
mooting seemed to want it and it was de- 
clared carried. 

Thon Mr. H. Noblo moved, seconded by 
Mr. S. P. Mills, that tho assignees 
bo allowed throo per cent, on tho not 
amount realized, this to include all cx- 
pensee, This alto was carried and so was a 
motion that, the sooretary bo instruotod to 
forward a copy to tho assignees. Tho moot- 
ing broko up shortly beforo six o'clook. 



THE SOUTH PACIFIC. 

Samoana W1U Never Be Quiet Under a Joint 
Protectorate. 

San Francisco, April 13.— Tho steamer 
Monowai brings news from Honolulu that 
on tho 5th inst. aoommittoe of the Hawaiian 
Missionary Board conferrod with Rev. J. 
W. Whitmeo, roprosonting the London 
Missionary Socioty's missions in tho South 
Pacific They offer to take over this board's 
missions in the lliltiert Islands, tho group 
nearest to Hawaii, and lately annexed by 
Great Britain. The Hawaiian board did 
not encourage tho plan, as their mission is 
an old and prosperous ono. Mr. Whitmeo 
is authority on all that concerns tho 
native tribes of tho Smith Pacific In 
speaking of the recti; outbreak ot 
tho Samoans, ho expreaked a deolded 
opinion th»t, those inlanders would 
never be qun't under tho present j lint pro- 
tectorate. Ha nu)s that, Ltio whole aro ox- 
tremely anxious to come undur tho rulo of 
Great Uritain, and would always bo hoBtile 
to any other authority placed over them. 
Thoy wero Christianized by English mis- 
sionaries and thoy have always done their 
trading with the English from Sydney. In 
reply to a question about tho United Statea 
maintaining their rights, lately acquired, to 
a coaling station at Pago Pago, Mr. Whit- 
meo said that thore would bo no difficulty 
about that. It ia tho general sentiment of 
tho oxperionoed Honolulu pooplo that Eng- 
land ia tho natural protector of Samoa, as 
America is of Hawaii, and that it is for tho 
best interests of all concerned that both 
partiea should assume tboso relations as 
speedily aa possiblo. 



SPOILED CHILDREN. 



Sensible Suggestions That Parent! Would 
Do Well to Hoed. 

It is tho proper thing in theso days to 
idoalizo children in the nbstrnct. If it 
is intimated that all children nro not 
cherubs arid that their society is not al- 
ways an unmixed delight, tho idea Beema 
to be considered almost immoral. Tho 
most curious part of it is that pebplo 
talk and writo just as if children wero 
all alike and formed a class ontirely 
distinct and different from adults, with- 
out individuality of cbiU'nctor, ability 

Nobody asks ns if wo lovo men and 
women, knowing that such a wholesale" 
question would bo foolidh in a world 
where thero aro many repulsivo as well 
as ngreeahlo specimens of each. But 
tho question, "Do you Jovo children?" is 
continually asked, and unless it is an- 
swered by a rapturous affirmative tho 
questioned ono is looked upon askance. 
A well brought up child, oven if it is 
neither pretty nor particularly bright, 
is sweet and attractive; but, on the 
other hand, thero is nothing moro thor- 
oughly disagreeable than n spoiled and 
ill trained one. Whatever sentimental 
persons may say, nobody enjoys tho 
companionship of a child who is allowed 
to havo everything it sees, do every- 
thing it chooses and whoso short expe- 
rience has mado it believe that grown 
persons exist only to wait upon it and 
minister to its sovereign pleasure, with- 
out regttrd to their own convenience. 

It is not argued that a child should 
bo trained to moro puppetism, moving 
only when its parents pull tho string, 
but no training is as bad as overtrain- 
ing. No child will bo turned into a 
prig by being taught from tho first to 
toll tho truth and consider tho rights of 
others. It is tho greatest injustice to tho 
child itself to bring it up to hold the 
theory that it must have its owp way 
always, for as it grows older and min- 
gles with strangers it will havo to un- 
learn thu habits of selfishness ana arro- 
gance in which it has been reared, and 
the unlearning will bo a sharp and bit- 
tor struggle. ^ 

When <*i young' child is a continual 
troublo and annoyance, ninety-nine 
times out of n hundred it is not the 
child who is in fault, but tho parents, 
whose training has roMe it so, Whije

jvt' , co mo. Such a 
IWI' wealth of tender 
color, nut only in tho now millinery, 
but in tho different dress materials. No 
ono now need bo afraid to wear a royal 
purplo shot with green or gold, nor a 
gown rivaling tho tints so dear to tho 
hearts of the children of tho Emerald 
Islo or sunny Italy, for it is fashion — ■ 
and the very top of it too. Tbero aro 
wonderful fabrics temptingly displayed 
that rival Joseph's coat of many colors, 
but witli the difference that while that 
was made of patchwork these colors aro 
blended in tho weaving, and very artis- 
tically managed too. One piece of silk, 
with a general color of warm, reddish 
yellow, showed green, brown, bluo and 
purple in different lights. It was striped 
with brown and black, while tho rest of 
tho colors showed in different lights, 
breaking into now surprises of unsus- 
pected colors liko an opal. 

Indeed tbero aro many things just 
now that carry tho opalescent lights and 
colors, though how such an effect is 
achieved in straw I cannot imagine, but 
it is seen on some of tho rich, lino straws 
of Italian origin. Ribbons show it; it 
is seen in buckles and passementerie and 
a variety of cloths, and also some of tho 
dainty zephyrs havo shifting shadows 
of fire and flame. With all this the opal 
as a jewel is tho ono cboico jowel of tho 
day. A Mexican firo opal shown mo 
yesterday, oval in Bhape and sot around 
with small diamonds, was called tho 
finest bit of jewelry in a big store. Tho 
foolish superstition about opals has died 
a natural death in this ago of reason, 
and opals aro tho fashiouablo jewels 
now, not that diamonds and pearls 
aro displaced, but that opals now aro 
moro sought after than rubies or emor- 
alds. A really lino opal is a beautiful 
stone, with a heart of firo that sends 
forth sudden lambent flames from its 
mysterious depths and is a perpetual 
surprise and a thing of beauty and a 
joy till fashion changes. 

There are silk muslins shot in opales- 
cent colors for young ladies, and they 
havo all the characteristics of tho opal, 
shading into red, bluo flame and, in 
fact, moro colors than I can mention 
and all through a misty, milky .surface. 
I saw a gown for a young lady made of 
one of these silk muslins. Tho skirt 
was made quite plain and round and 
gathered under a fiamo colored velvet 
belt. Around tho bottom were four very 
narrow ruffles, each ono having two 
rows of very narrow velvet ribbons bear- 
ing tho principal opaline colors. No 
two were alike. Thero was a ruffled 
fichu, and theso ruffles wero trimmed in 
a similar manner. Tho sleeves were 
puffed and ended at the elbow with two 
ruffles. Around tho neck tho young 
wearer had a heart shaped opal, hung 
on a slender gold chain. A daintier 
dress could hardly bo imagined. Thoie 
are imitations of opals very cleverly 
done, and those who cannot afford tho 
genuine may havo tho appearance of tho 
wealtlrthat permits of many changes at 
a modest cost. 

Thero was a dress made for tho sister 
of she who woro the opal gown, and 
this, too, was a model of beauty and 
delicacy. Tho skirt, and in fact tho 
whole dress, was of dotted swiss mus- 
lin, with six rows of white laco inser- 
tion laid on at equal distances around 
tho skirt. The waist was a simplo belt- 
ed blouse, with the insertion laid on to 
simulate a yoke. The sleeves wero 
balloon puffs, with blue surah forearm 
pieces and a bhio surah sash belt, in 
which w«e Bet a bunch of imitation 
bluo violets. 

The proud mother of thoso two lovoly 
girls woie a handsome dress of black 
satin duchess, brocaded in stripes and 
trimmed with velvet ribbons set on the 
skirt and richly beaded. Tho basque 
was of rich black velvet, with a rolled 
puff of corded silk held in by velvet rib- 
bon and a vest front of the ribbed silk. 
Tho gigot sleeves wero trimmed with 
velvet and passementerie. Good tasto 
and plenty of money together wero nec- 
essary to develop these three model cos- 
tumes.

Threo flounces ar- 
ranged to represent n triplo skirt will 
bo a favorite. Theso ombroidories can 
bo had in sets, so that thero is ono pieco 
with a double edgo, which can bo used 
for bretellos or a bertha. Tho ribbon 
bolts with floating onds will bo tho 
propoi ribbon garniture when tho em- 
broidery is employed as bertha or bro- 
telles, but very pretty garnituro and 
dressy effects aro obtained by having

Each of theso has 
an embroidered pattern, somo of them 
dono in nil over pattern, thicker and 
ricbor toward tho bottom, and others 
again havo a plain surface, with em- 
broidory to match. Tbero was ono where 
the body of the stuff was bluo in two 
very distinct shades. Tho ombroidery 
was dono in dark blue.

Thero is quite a rage for at loast one 
nice black dress in each lady's ward- 
robe. Black grosgrain silk, fiiillo, taffe- 
ta or lutestring aro all favorite mate- 
rials, besides tho beautiful black moires, 
satin duchess and brocades. No gown 
is moro serviceable than a plain black 
silk or adapted to such a variety of uses. 
A very handsoino model in black faille 
was mado with a plain seven gored 
skirt, over which wero superposed three 
wide folds cut on the length of tho silk 
and headed by bands of black silk moss 
trimming. They wero graduated in 
width. Tho waist was plain, with a 
deep bertha capo, trimmed with a nar- 
rower moss trimming and having a 
white satin vest fiont. Tho sleeves wero 
bishop, with a line of moss trimming 
set down tho entire length. This is a 
model design and would bo quite easy 
for tho homo dressmaker to copy with 
good results. 

Tho very newest and most stylish of 
tho evening bonnets aro made of what 
they call spangles of jot. Theso span- 
gles aro mado of somo sort of metal 
coated with black enamel. They aro cut 
in fanciful shapes and fastened to wires 
and then bunched up into flowers and 
foliago or set pieces liko fireworks.

Ivory cel- 
luloid painted with forgotinonots might 
bo laced with bluo cord or lavender cel- 
luloid and violots ugocI with purplo cord.

The 
quality of tho furs, except tho water anl 
malB — beaver, muekrat and otter — will 
grow poor rapidly aa tho season 
advances. Mink uro alroady pale or red in 
color. Skunk from southern Iowa and 
southorn Wisconsin havo commenced shed 
ding, although we havo not as yet noticed 
uny Bheddors from north of thoso seotiona. 
Shedding and rubbed furs paBs aa No, 2'a 
and 3's, and where badly shedding No. 4'a 
Shodding fura can bo readily told by hold 
ing them up and lo king through them to- 
wards tho light from the fur side. Tho far 
northern winter collections of furs will bo 
coming in, and would say that wo havo a 
trudo for such lo"n and always figure tho 
full market prices."
